IS DEMAND ENOUGH? 


While the weather presented more 
than its customary handicaps to 
nursery operations during the cur- 
rent spring, at the same time offering 
temporary discouragements to home 
gardeners, the record of sales for the 
season now closing ranks at or near 
the top with most firms in this field 
because of the strong demand. 

The continued boom in home 
building furnishes an important part 
of the demand. Still more is due to 
the swelling ranks of home owners 
who have become interested in gar- 
dening, interested enough to add to 
the few shrubs installed by the build- 
er, or intrigued enough to explore 
the plant materials available to pro- 
vide something new and different for 
their grounds. 

The 5-day week has afforded lei- 
sure for work and relaxation in the 
home garden, and the do-it-yourself 
movement has fostered the addition 
of features and accessories that have 
necessitated further purchases at the 
local garden store or nursery sales- 
yard. 

To some extent nurserymen have 
assisted in the expansion of the pub- 
lic’s purchases, through making more 
accessible and ready of purchase not 
only a wider assortment of stock, but 
also a more extensive variety of 
tools, supplies, accessories and equip- 
ment to add to the ease and enjoy- 
ment of gardening. In the packaging 
of many nursery items, great strides 
have been made in stimulating the 
public’s purchases. 

Occasionally, however, a note of 
doubt or criticism creeps in, when 
customers complain of the difficulty 
of finding recommended plants, of 
getting attention at the nursery, of 
waiting interminably for a salesper- 
son or finding no one at all to wait 
on trade, etc. The short spring sea- 
son, made shorter by intermittent 
bad weather, is the nurseryman’s an- 
swer, but that does not avoid actual 
loss of sales. 

Then there are still frequent criti- 
cisms of backward ways in offering 
plants. Why must the buyers bend 
their backs to examine the labels of 
plant baskets or canned perennials 
spread on the ground or sidewalk? 
The greater and speedier sales that

could be made would seem to war- 
rant the slight expense of benches, 
tables or trestles and planks. Price 
tags omitted from some merchandise 
while placed on others always ex- 
cites curiosity and wastes time in 
questions. 

The answer to the forgoing, again, 
is the short season and lack of time 
for preparation. The nurseryman 
may be satisfied in his mind that he 
is doing the best he can, but does 
that satisfy the public? At any rate, 
it has allowed a great variety of com- 
petition to creep in, whereby plants 
are put in the hands of the public 
with even less care and consideration 
than the busy nurseryman can pro- 
vide. 

At present the public demand is 
strong enough to overcome all the 
difficulties of weather, transporta- 
tion, delays, shortages and the minor 
matters on which complaints are 
more often registered. But is de- 
mand enough to maintain the nurs- 
erymen’s volume of sales and level 
of prices when the public is less 
urgent in its needs and insistent in 
its purchases ? 


CANADA’S ATTRACTIONS 

Possibility of record attendance at 
the 80th annual convention of the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men, to be held at Toronto, Ont., 
July 10 to 14, is due to much more 
than the increased size of the asso- 
ciation and the current prosperity 
of the industry 

Of late vears it has been realized 
that where there are wide reaches 
of the broad Canadian prairies and 
frozen uplands where nurseries are 
few and far between horticulture has 
made rapid advances in the favor- 
able provinces on the seaboards 
and, most of all, in Ontario, shelter 
ed by the Great Lakes. 

Some hints of the attractions of 
special interest to nurserymen have 
already been offered in the publicity 
from A. A. N. headquarters. The 
more one learns of the horticultural 
places of interest in Ontario, the 
more impressed does the nurseryman 
become with the advanced state of 
the industry and associated enter- 
prises there.

our group in early 1954 for the usual 
purposes of mutual benefits and rais- 
ing the standards of the industry, 
the subject of group promotion by 
advertising was discussed as a means 
of creating a better understanding 
of the functions of the local nursery- 
man in the community.

In this in- 
stance, however, as a result of some 
shrewd Yankee trading during nego- 
tiations, the nurseymen’s portion of 
the charges was balanced out by 
landscape design and planting work 
performed for the TV station. Thus 
it was that our first season on tele- 
vision cost little except for out-of- 
pocket money to air the show.

AWARD 
Only one rose received the coveted 
All-America award for 1956. The 
prize-winning variety is Circus, a 
multicolored floribunda 
Ihe first All-America winners were 
named in 1940, and prize roses have 
been selected annually that 
time. ‘The lone exception was in 1951. 
In that year, none of the 
the A. A. R. S. trials met the rigid

Circus entered the rose trials in 


competition with other leading new 
varieties in 1953. ‘Test plantings were 
sent to each of the 22 A. A. R.S. gar 
located in different climatic 
the United States.

country. 

During the 2-year period, each 
plant is checked frequently by quali- 
fied judges, who grade the entrants 
on 13 different points and score 
them according to a uniform point 
system. Important points looked for 
in a prize-winning rose are hardi- 
ness, disease resistance, fragrance, 
flower form, color and other charac- 
teristics necessary to a top-flight per- 
formance. At the completion of the 
testing period, total scores are sub- 
mitted to the national jury, 
which compiles all data from the 
trial gardens. 

Circus is a unique addition to the 
illustrious All-America family. It is 
known as a multicolor and is the first 
such type to be selected for an award 
The changing colors of Circus vary 
from rich yellow and red in the bud 
to orange-buff, flushed with apple- 
blossom-pink, usually ending with a

The Rooting of Chaenomeles 


lo many growers the name chae- 
nomeles will not be so familiar as the 
older one of Cydonia japonica, o1 
Japanese quince, now abandoned by 
the botanists. The popularity of 
these plants is such that it is some- 
what surprising that more work has 
not been done on methods of propa- 
gation, but last year when I first be- 
came interested in the problem of 
propagating a range of varieties ol 
chaenomeles, the standard books of 
reference gave little information of 
value. Accepted methods still widely 
used are to graft onto either quince 
or apple seedlings, or to layer. While 
grafting is satisfactory from a per- 
centage point of view, the method is 
costly, and the problem of suckers 
arising from the understock, particu- 
larly if the quince is used, and these 
eventually swamping the plant, can- 
not be minimized. Layering does not 
have this disadvantage, but again 
the method is relatively costly, be-

As I said earlier, little knowledge 
could be gleaned from standard 
books of reference, but from what 
little information there was available, 
it seemed clear that hardwood cut- 
tings were of little value and that 
softwood cuttings had to be taken 
quite early in the season if good re- 
sults were to follow. The yearbook 
of the Boskoop trial grounds report- 
ed good rooting from cuttings taken 
in June or July, using various hor- 
mone treatments and a medium of 
two parts peat and one part sand. 
From this and one or two other brief 
reports, tests were devised to estab- 
lish the possibilities here in Illinois, 
and I am glad to be able to report 
that these seem to have produced 
some clear and worthwhile results. 

Before describing the tests and 
giving the results, I should explain 
that our interest in the propagation 
of chaenomeles was prompted by the 
fact that we have on the nursery a 
group of hybrid seedlings which were

at the University of Illinois. From 
a large number of seedlings some 20 
plants were selected as being out- 
standing and planted in the nursery 
for observation. Last spring a fur- 
ther selection was made from this 
group, reducing the total to 12. It 
was this group that we wished to 
propagate. The plants were of all 
types, being hybrids between Chace- 
nomeles japonica, which is the low 
Japanese form of flowering quince, 
and Chaenomeles lagenaria. which 
comes from China, and is much 
larger in form, is more vigorous in 
growth and generally has a wide1 
range of color forms. Our selected 
list of varieties, being grown for the 
present under numbers, presented a 
cross both these types, 
some being quite dwarf and even

prostrate, while others had mad 
bushes three and four feet in height 
In addition to the range of types and 
forms, there was an equally wide 
range of colors, and so I believe that 
the results represent a fairly clear 
picture of what may be done with 
most of the standard commercial 
varieties. It is clear, however, that 
there is considerable variation in 
rooting ability from variety to varie- 
ty, and it is therefore unwise to as- 
sume that what has succeeded with 
our varieties may be equally success- 
ful with all others. However, ow 
methods and results clearly indicate 
a profitable line of approach for any- 
one interested in propagating these 
plants.

Effect of Size of Cutting on Vigor of Rooting Chaenomeles 
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Optimistic Spring Reports 
By Northern Wholesalers 


As weather interfered less with 
growth and shipment of stock in the 
northern states of the country, es- 
pecially in the east, the reports of 
wholesale nurserymen on spring sales 
are generally most optimistic in char- 
acter. Demand was so strong that all 
evergreens moved, shade trees were 
sold out early, shrubs were none (oo 
plentiful and fruits did better than 
in the preceding seasons. Representa- 
tive firms in the northern and eastern 
sections of the country report as fol- 
lows: 


Comfortable Increase in Iowa 


With wholesale sales up and mail- 
order business improved in some 
areas, Mount Arbor Nurseries, Shen- 
endoah, Ia., should record anothet 
satisfactory year, writes George L. 
Welch, president. He reports: 

“While we have not yet closed out 
books for this year, we know that 
we are enjoying another satisfactory 
year. 

“Wholesale sales show comfortable 
increases over last year’s, with all 
items cleaning up unusually well. 
Roses and ornamentals continued in 
strong demand. The demand for all 
fruits was greater than the supply. 

“The retail mail-order 
was rather spotty. Sales were off in 
the drought-stricken areas and up 
in areas enjoying nomal rainfall. 
Most operators in this area report 
increase in total sales. 

“Operating conditions have been 
favorable for us. Fortunately, none 
of our branch nurseries are located 
in the area where stock in the fields 
was damaged by severe freezes in 
March. The labor supply here was 
adequate, except for a few weeks in 
the fall and spring, when it was 
necessary to import workers. 

“Accounts are being paid prompt- 
ly. Reports indicate that most re- 
tailers are having a profitable sea- 
son and are optimistic about pros- 
pects for the coming year. 

“Our stocks for the coming scason 
will be no greater than for this past 
vear. With normal demand, there 
can be no surpluses. Our planting 
is about the same, with no increased 
production contemplated.

“Operating costs continue to in- 
crease slowly, but we are of the opin- 
ion that wholesale prices will con- 
tinue at about their present levels.” 

Because excessive rain delayed 


field activity and there was an ad- 
vanced season, William J. Smart, 
of the D. Hill Nursery Co., Dundee, 
Ill., calls this spring the most hec- 
tic in 30 years’ experience. He writes: 

“In my opinion, this spring has 
been the most hectic that I have ex- 
perienced in the past 30 years. 

“During the first 15 days of ship- 
ping, one heavy rain after another 
kept us out of the fields; as a matter 
of fact, I recall we had only about 
five good days. Therefore, we were 
still behind in our orders in May. 

“Our also, was about 
three weeks ahead. Because of the 
advanced season, I am of the opinion 
that the orders are going to slip off 
fast. Our total will not 
equal that of last year.”

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Quercus Acutissima 


The date of the original introduc- 
tion of Quercus acutissima (Car- 
ruthers into cultivation in the 
United States is debatable. The 
source of that introduction is also 
vague. In his “Trees and Shrubs 
Hardy in the British Isles,” undet 
the name of Quercus serrata, which 
was for many years misapplied to this 
species, W. J. Bean states that this 
tree was introduced from Japan to 
Kew Gardens by Richard Oldham 
about 1862. Rehder gives the same 
date and probably refers to the same 
introduction. Bean _ parenthetically 
notes in his description of the acorns, 
“not seen in this country.” That 
statement was published 63 years 
after the Kew introduction. This 
leads the writer to suspect that the 
original trees of Q. acutissima estab- 
lished in this country probably came 
from their native habitat of China, 
Japan or Korea in the myriad col- 
lections made shortly after the turn 
of the century. 

Plants were distributed by the sec- 
tion of plant introduction of | the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture to about 100 experimenters 
throughout the country in 1922-23 
and to over 500 in the early 1930's. 
Seeds of the same species were sent 
out to a lesser number ofl experi- 
menters in 1941-42 and 1953 

A still greater mystery is why a 
beautiful tree with such a_ wide 
range of adaptability and no appar- 
ent afflictions has not become popu- 
lar. In “Plant Buyers Guide” a sin- 
gle nursery is listed as offering this 
plant. Although Rehder places this 
tree in his hardiness zone 6, we 
have reports of survival from Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Michi- 
gan, in zones 5 and 4. Without 
more information, its hardiness can- 
not be definitely established. 

Its rapid growth is demonstrated 
in the illustration on the front cover, 
which shows the specimen (P. 1 
168939) growing at the United 
States plant introduction garden, 
Glenn Dale, Md. It has attained a 
height of over 50 feet, a spread of 
70 feet and a trunk diameter ol 
three feet in 32 years. The lustrous, 
bristle-tipped, chestnutlike leaves 
remain green into late fall. Another 
identifying feature is the long, re- 
curved tips of the scales that form 
the cup, covering two thirds of the 
acorn.

MAIL FRAUD TRIAL 


Edwin A. Kraft, Cornell, Calif., js 
on trial in Federal District court at 
St. Paul, Minn., accused of using 
the mails to defraud. According to 
the Minneapolis Star, he was im 
dicted on five counts charging fraud 
in connection with advertisements in 
nearly 100 metropolitan newspapers 
throughout the United States.

SIMPLE PLANT GENETICS 


The field of plant improvement 
and plant breeding is one of the few 
remaining areas of science where in- 
ventions are still possible for the be- 
ginner and where complex know!l- 
edge of science is not mandatory. It 
is also a field where the possibilities 
are endless, where there will always 
be new plants to be developed. 

This short article is not written 
for the professional or for the plant 
scientist, but rather for the begin- 
ning nurseryman, with the hope that 
if he does not quite know how to 
start, this will give him an idea or 
two. 

In the field of plant improvement, 
there are two general branches o1 
avenues, One is the creation of new 
hybrids, either by chance or design, 
which are then perpetuated by vege- 
tative means. The other is the 
tion of varieties or strains of plants 
that will come true to variety from 
seeds. The latter method is the more 
complex.

The science of plant genetics has 
been founded on what are known as 
the Mendelian laws of heredity, first 
outlined by Gregor Mendel. Basi- 
cally, the laws state that if a red 
flower is crossed with a white flower, 
the resulting seed sown the first gen- 
eration will produce flowers of the 
dominant color (perhaps red 

If the flowers in the first 
tion are either self-pollinated or 
cross-pollinated among themselves, 
the flowers of the second generation 
will probably occur on plants in the 
following ratio: One fourth of the 
plants will be red dominant, one half 
will be red in appearance but with 
inherent factors for both red and 
white and the remaining one fourth 
will be recessive white. This is the 
basic rule only; the exceptions to this 
rule and their tremendous complica- 
tions are what fill the textbooks.

But from this basic rule we can 
gain a number of hints. In any plant- 
breeding experiment, carry your 
work at least until the second gene- 
ration, for the first generation hides 
the potential varieties. A recessive 
characteristic (the one with fewer 
progeny showing that color) is easier 
to establish in a pure strain by self- 
pollination than is a dominant char- 


acteristic. To establish a pure strain 
of a dominant characteristic, it is 
necessary to carry self-pollination 
several generations, in each genera- 
tion selecting any plant that does not 
show the desired character. 

A dominant or recessive char- 
acteristic does not in any way refer 
to desirable characteristics (to man), 


but merely to the way they occu 
in nature, If from such a previously 
mentioned cross you got a certain 


percentage of pink flowers and then 
wished to perpetuate that color, you 
would cither self-pollinate the pink 
flowers or cross-pollinate among the 
pink and throw away all the plants 
bearing red and white flowers.

As previously mentioned, 
are myriad exceptions to the 
but the basis is the same. The im- 
provement of plants by the fore- 
going method is principally adapted 
to annuals and herbaceous peren- 
nials, where the generations occut 
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It is less useful in the im- 


rapidly. 
provement of trees, but of some use 
in shrubs. 

There is one exception which I am 


going to discuss. It is the phe- 
nomenon of hybrid vigor. The ex- 
ample of hybrid vigor with which 
we are all familiar is hybrid corn. 
Hybrid vigor is a peculiar plant phe- 
nomenon. When two types of corn 
are crossed and the seed is sown, the 
plant produced, for some reason or 
other, is better than either parent 

In hybrid corn it is always the 
first generation that is grown. If 
these plants are in turn crossed or 
selfed the resulting plants resemble 
the poorer original parents; they re- 
vert. We do not know where hybrid 
vigor will occur, but there is no rea- 
son why it could not occur in orna- 
mental plants, or useful plants for 
that matter, that we nurserymen are 
interested in, 

Perhaps another suggestion that 
might be made is not to look for too 
big a difference or startling change 
when crossing plants with the hope 
of finding new varieties. I recall 
reading of the work of a geneticist 
who had successfully improved cot- 
ton. When he first went to work he 
roamed through field after field, 
looking for a plant that was differ- 
ent in any way, to use as a basis for

cross-pollination or seed selection. 
Finally, after hunting in vain he 
turned to his microscope, measuring 
fibers even for minute variations. His 
starting point was a plant which 
bore fibers only slightly larger than 
those of a normal cotton plant. 

When one realizes how a small 
variation can give a clue to the pos- 
sibility of creation of a better plant 
(to man), one must wonder how 
many plant possibilities have been 
overlooked in the nursery, the field, 
the orchard and the garden. 

In plant improvement one must 
not only look for new flower vari- 
eties, but also for more desirable 
plant habit, hardiness to cold or to 
drought, resistance to disease and 
insects—even for such things as 
transplantability. In the case of fruit 
one must look for such things as 
keeping and shipping qualities, color 
and flavor. 

In another article I shall discuss 
the chance or planned hybrid that 
is perpetuated vegetatively.

LICENSING ORDINANCE 

PASSED IN HACKENSACK 

Despite objections raised May 2 
by representatives of the North Jer- 
sey Metropolitan Nurserymen’s As- 
sociation, the city council of Hacken- 
sack, N. J., unanimously passed an 
ordinance licensing and regulating 
gardeners, landscape men and horti- 
culturists. 

Howard Stern, attorney represent- 
ing the association, termed the law 
discriminatory and providing for an 
unwarranted and illegal delegation 
of power from the council to the chief 
of police. 

The new gardener ordinance li- 
censes and regulates gardeners, land- 
scape men and horticulturists work- 
ing in the city. Its purpose is to pro- 
tect against possible fraudulent or 
criminal practices by itinerants and 
other persons. 

A license must be obtained from 
the chief of police by any person over 
16 engaged in gardening for pay in 
the city. The age requirement was 
set at 16 so youngsters who cut a 
neighbor’s lawn will not be required 
to have a license. 

Persons operating a garden supply 
store, florists’ shop, commercial nurs- 
ery or greenhouse at a fixed location 
within the city are excepted from 
terms of the ordinance if they work 
on their own premises only. 

The $2 license expires each May 
31 and must be in possession of the 
licensee while working. Licensing is 
left to the discretion of the police 
chief, who may require fingerprints

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE |

The day of the large estate garden 
is probably gone forever, with a few 
exceptions where great wealth is 
congregated, but these large-scale 
plantings hold, or perhaps held is a 
better term, many good suggestions 
for all who garden on a small scale. 
It makes us who grew up in the era 
of estate gardening feel bad to see 
so many of the show places passing 
and to know that we shall probably 
never see the like again. 

These observations were prompted 
by an experience that came to me 
last year when I went back to 
inspect a planting of adder’s-tongues 
which I had helped to put in a 10- 
acre woodiand glade about 20 years 
ago. The estate had been broken up 
some time ago, the timber had been 
cut and the entire planting was a 
mess. I doubt if there were left more 
than one twentieth of the 2,000 bulbs 
of Erythronium americanum that we 
had planted; if the garden could 
have been maintained there should 
have been 20,000 bulbs by this time, 
and that would have been a sight 
worth traveling miles to see. 

What I had in mind when I com- 
menced to formulate this note was 
that handling adder’s-tongues could 
well form a part of nurserymen’s 
operations. They would never make 
one rich, of course, but they can fill 
a place in plantings that cannot be 
taken with equal grace by many 
other plants. Although E. ameri- 
canum is less showy than some of 
the western kinds, such as E. howelli, 
E. hendersoni and E, revolutum and 
its varieties, the first-named is far 
more permanent in our eastern cli- 
mate than the others. 


Hyacinth as a Garden Flower 


The same line of thought leads to 
a West Virginia garden that I saw 
perhaps 40 years ago, in which 
Hyacinthus orientalis and its variety 
albulus (known as the Roman hya- 
cinth) played the leading role. 
There it had been grown for years, 
perhaps generations, the offspring 
being given new fields to adorn as 
lifting and dividing became neces- 
sary in old plantings, until the soft 
blue bells had spread a lovely carpet 
in the light shade of an oak grove 
at the rear of the house. It told me 
at the time, and often since, that the 
type plant and the Roman variety 
could be used far more freely in our 


plantings, much to the advantage of 
both gardens and gardeners. 

One reason hyacinths are not used 
more often, I suppose, is that they 
are generally thought of in terms of 
their modern forms, the big Dutch 
named kinds. These latter are effec- 
tive when forced in pots and in for- 
mal plantings outdoors, but they are 
scarcely suited to naturalistic plant- 
ings. Although there is little likeli- 
hood that the so-called Dutch varie- 
ties will be grown in large quantities 
in many parts of the United States, 
there is no reason why the neighbor- 
hood grower cannot add to his yearly 
income by growing the type and also 
the Roman variety. 

Lilium Superbum 

The American Turk’s-cap lily, 
Lilium superbum, which inhabits 
rich low ground from New Bruns- 
wick to Virginia and westward to 
Missouri and Minnesota, is one of 
the prettiest native species, deserv- 
ing far more use in gardens than it 


has ever received in this, its native 
land. I suspect commercial growers 
are partly to blame for this condi- 
tion, for many do not now take 
advantage of the opportunity which 
nature and our calling have given us. 
I remember a few growers of my 
younger days who always had a 
supply of these lilies, but I know of 
no neighborhood nurseryman at 
present who has bulbs of his own 
growing. 

If you do not know the plant, you 
have little idea of the beauty you 
are missing in its stately growth of 
six feet or more up to eight feet, it 
is said, in favorable situations, amply 
clothed with pretty leaves, usually in 
whorls, and topped with a pyramidal 
cluster of as many as 40 lovely 
Turk’s-cap lily flowers. The blooms 
are a rich orange-scarlet, spotted 
purplish-brown at the base, and fade 
to a reddish-orange with age, giving 
the cluster a pleasingly varied ap- 
pearance, 

Although Lilium superbum favors

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moist situations in nature, thus gain- 
ing one common name, swamp lily, 
it does well in rich borders if given 
some shade in the absence of abun- 
dant moisture. The plant does not 
reach the height of eight feet one 
often sees along stream banks; rather 
it stays about three to four feet and 
js still a lovely lily. According to 
Griffiths in the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture circular 
102, it may be grown from seeds or 
scales. A reading of this circular 
should be profitable for every be- 


ginner in lily propagation. 
Delphiniums in Summer 


All sorts of ideas about the he- 
havior of delphinium plants are 
heard and read, many of them little 
more than old wives’ tales. A preva- 
lent one, according to correspond- 
ence which reaches my desk, and 
also an erroneous one, is the idea 
that the plants cannot withstand 
cold temperatures. Actually, there 
are few delphiniums of interest to 
the general plant grower that cannot 
stand northern winters, and the 
plants do far better in most parts of 
Canada than they do in the United 
States. It is safe to say, I believe, that 
more winter losses of the plants are 
due to bad handling, including 
planting in poorly drained soil and 
transplanting so late in autumn that 
they do not become well-established 
before cold weather overtakes them, 
than to any lack of hardiness. 

Middle west summers are hard on 
delphiniums, especially on _ old 
plants. They do well until they are 
cut back after the first blooming 
period, which, unfortunately, often 
coincides with the hottest weather. 
As much as 80 per cent of the highly 
bred hybrids succumb at that time 
and half of the old stand-by, Bella- 
donna, may die if precautions are not 
taken to prevent losses. One of the 
best ways to prevent losses is to give 
the plants a thorough soaking as 
soon as they are cut back, shading 
them until they commence to come 


back. 
Gypsophila Flamingo 


An eastern correspondent asks 
where he can get Gypsophila Fla- 
mingo. He says that he came upon 
an enthusiastic account of it in an 
old magazine of about 18 years ago. 
“What has become of it?” he asks. 

Older readers will recall that I 
spoke a few words of caution on the 
subject in this column at the time, 
but I guess they were not needed, 
because the plant never reached the 
public. This is the way I remember 
the story: Gypsophila Flamingo was 
a double pink form of Bristol Fairy 
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(Lake's)

habit which originated in Germany 
(in the early 30’s, as I now recall it). 
An American firm made arrange- 
ments for its propagation and dis- 
semination in this country, but 
nothing further was ever heard of 
it. I remember receiving word from 
the firm that after a few years’ trials 
the plant was being discarded as 
unsuited to our climate. I suspect 
that one cannot find Flamingo any- 
where now. 


Leaf Roller on Violets 


A Pennsylvania reader who grows 
sweet violets in quantity states he 
has been having trouble with a leaf- 
chewing insect that rolls itself up in 
the leaf and then proceeds to eat 
the leaf. I suspect that it is the “crit- 
ter’ known as_ red-banded _leaf- 
roller. Leafrollers are not particu- 
lar about diet, but if there are any 
violet leaves around, they seem to 
prefer them. They roll up the leaves, 
tying them with a viscid excretion, 
and feed on the inside. If present in 
large numbers, they are highly de- 
structive and will then require con- 
trol methods, such as dusting or 
syringing with arsenate of lead. The 
larvae are of greenish shade and 
about three quarters of an inch in 
length when full grown. 


Penstemon Cyananthus 


I hesitate to answer questions 
about a penstemon, because I usually 
get myself into an argument with one 
or more specialists in the genus who 
know far more about the plants than 
I do. “Argument” is the wrong 
word, however, for I usually clam 
up and learn all I can from them. 
However, I have had so many in- 
quiries about P. cyananthus lately 
that a brief note is needed. 


As I understand the genus, it is 
what was formerly known as a form 
of P. glaber, and it has now been set 
aside as a true species under the 
name of P. cyananthus. Although it 
is unnecessary to go into minute 
details regarding the characters used 
by botanists in their description of 
the two plants, it may be pointed out 
that the plant known as P. cyanan- 
thus should grow three feet tall, 
while P. glaber never grew over two 
feet tall. The flower spike of P. cyan- 
anthus is denser than that of P. 
glaber, and the flower color of 
cyananthus was always a_ clear 
azure-blue here. 

One has to make up his mind, in 
the light of present penstemon 
knowledge, to renew most of the 
herbaceous kinds, including P. glaber 
and its close kin, every year and 
make an annual sowing if blooming 
plants are desired every June, for

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many of the plants are monocarpic, 
even under the most careful treat- 
ment. It is not surprising, then, to 
find in a Gardeners’ Magazine of 
Botany of 1851 a note to the effect 
that P. glaber, “like P. speciosus and 
Gordonianus and others of a simi- 
lar nature, does best when raised in 
succession from the seeds annually.” 
Like most penstemons, the plant 
is easily grown in a light, well- 
drained soil in full sun. If one uses 
a heavy clay soil, drainage is of spe- 
cial importance. Then leaf mold and 
sand might well be incorporated with 
the original. The actual character of 
the soil is of less importance than was 
formerly thought, but good drainage 
is of great importance for the well- 
being of most beardtongues. 
Centranthus 


Although there are said to be at 
least a dozen species of centranthus, 
none except C. ruber seems to have 
made much impression on gardeners. 
And that species, a favorite of old- 
time gardeners, has apparently lost 
some of its charm for moderns. It is 
easy to understand why the tender 
shrubby centranthus is not grown to 
any extent, but nothing in my ex- 
perience explains the neglect of 
C. ruber, especially in its pure white 
form, and C. angustifolius. 

As C. ruber is grown from seeds, 
the plants show much variation in 
flower color, ranging from rose-pink 
through shades of red to crimson. 
This variety gives the gardener an 
opportunity to select the colors best 
suited for any special purpose which 
he may have in mind be it for gar- 
den ornament or for cutting. Inci- 
dentally, the best form for cutting 
that I have seen is C. ruber albus, 
with its snow-white flowers clustered, 
as in all the centranths, at the top of 
2-foot stems. 

The scarcer C. angustifolius, with 
long, linear leaves of a pretty glau- 
cous hue and coral-pink flowers in 
dense clusters, on stems of about the 
same height, is a good plant for the 
same roles in which C, ruber is used, 
including that of a cutting subject. 
The gratifying long blooming season 
in spring and summer (this applies 
to both species of centranthus men- 
tioned) is also in their favor. Of in- 
terest to the impatient gardener and 
to those looking for a quick turnover 
in cut flowers, is the fact that both 
species ordinarily give close to two 
months of cutting the first year from 
seeds sown in early spring. 


I have found only one of the an- 
nual kinds, C. macrosiphon, in the 
American trade. In northern Michi- 
gan this plant grew about 15 inches 
tall, producing large, rose-red flow-

ers in the dense clusters which are 
characteristic of the genus through- 
out summer and early autumn, from 
early April sowings in the open. Ex- 
perience here indicates that seeds of 
centranthus, including the annual 
forms, should be planted as early as 
possible in spring to get the benefit 
of cool weather. 


Poterium Obtusum 


It is not always possible to account 
for the popularity or the lack of 
popularity of a plant. Someone 
thinks, after growing a particular 
plant for two or three years, that it 
has the qualities to make it a general 
favorite, but further trials may de- 
velop undesirable traits. Again, real- 
ly desirable plants may be passed 
by unnoticed. This seems to have 
been the fate of Poterium obtusum, 
a plant that came to the western 
world some 40 years ago. It has also 
had a difficult time in acquiring a 
permanent name, having been 
known as Sanguisorba obtusa and 
Poterium obtusatum, in addition to 
the name heading this note. 


A member of the rose family and 
so closely related to sanguisorba that 
the botanist Maximowicz put it in 
that genus, our subject seems to have 
settled down in poterium for good. 
If its flowering season came earlier 
or later-—it blooms from the middle 
of June to late July in the north 
it would be more useful for cutting, 
a role often suggested for the plant, 
but its blooming season makes it 
valuable as a landscape ornament. 
Although the plant ordinarily gets 
about two feet tall in common gar- 
den soil, it can be as high as three 
feet in one that is rich in humus, 
and then its long, pinnate leaves and 
spikes of pretty pink flowers make it 
most attractive. And if nurserymen 
can use a feathery bottle brush on 
long stems for a cut flower at the 
time mentioned, or perhaps earlier 
as one goes southward, they will 
have a doubly useful plant. P. ob- 
tusum is propagated from seeds, 
preferably sown in an outdoor frame 
in autumn, and from division.

OREGON GLADIOLUS SHOW 


The annual gladiolus show of the 
Oregon State Gladiolus Society and 
the Grants Pass Gladiolus Club, 
Grants Pass, Ore., will be held Au- 
gust 17 and 18, at the Josephine 
county fairgrounds, Grants Pass, Ore, 

The show is featured in conjunc- 
tion with the gladiolus festival and 
the Josephine county fair. A gladiolus 
parade is scheduled for August 17, 
at 10 a. m., and the coronotion of 
Queen Gladys XV will take place 
at 8 p. m. the same date. 


RENAME U. S. D. A. SECTION 


The name of the fruit and vege- 
table section of the market organiza- 
tion and costs branch, marketing re- 
search division, of the United States 
Department of Agriculture was 
changed to horticultural crops sec- 
tion, effective April 15, according to 
a recent notice from D. B. DeLoach, 
chief of the market organization and 
costs branch, 

The change is regarded as a mile- 
stone in the department, as it off- 
cially recognizes the horticultural 
specialties and establishes them 
among the major divisions of mar- 
keting research. 

“The marketing research activities 
of the horticultural crops section, 
states the notice, “will include those 
previously assigned to the fruit and 
vegetable section and those relating 
to horticultural specialties formerly 
assigned to the special crops section 
of this branch. This designation and 
assignment of research responsibili- 
ties conform to that in the agricul- 
tural research service and in most of 
the agricultural experiment stations. 
In addition, the marketing prob- 
lems for horticultural specialty crops 
are more similar to fruits and vege- 
tables than to most other agricultural 
commodities. Horticultural specialty 
crops include those of floriculture 
and ornamental horticulture, such 
as greenhouse and outdoor-grown cut 
flowers and potted plants, florists’ 
greens, fruit stocks, deciduous and 
evergreen ornamental trees and 
shrubs, perennials, sod, bulbs and 
flower seeds.” 

Lloyd Martin will be acting head 
of the horticultural crops section 
until a permanent appointment is 
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made. M. Truman Fossum, assisted 
by Elmer J. Moore, will continue 
with major responsibility for mar- 
keting research in the horticultural 
specialties, 

FARM TRUCK CASE 

A court decision in Pennsylvania 
adds another supporting nail to the 
theory that “nurseries are farms.” 
In the court of quarter sessions of 
Delaware county, Pa., a case involv- 
ing the registration of a truck used 
exclusively on the nursery of Styer’s 
Nurseries, Concordville, was decided 
in favor of the nursery. 

Section 401 (d) of the Pennsyl- 
vania motor vehicle code exempts 
from registration vehicles used “ex- 
clusively ... upon... farms.” Farm 
registration had been previously de- 
nied to the firm on the ground that 
“a nursery is not a farm.” 

In rendering its verdict, the court 
of quarter sessions stated: “It is the 
opinion of this court that the legis- 
lature was not concerned with what 
the landowners grew on their land 
provided they could qualify as grow- 
ers of something.” 

The court held that Styer’s Nurs- 
eries qualified as a “farm” and there- 
fore that the truck used exclusively 
on the farm, except as it uses the 
highway to go from one tract of 
land to another, is entitled to be 
registered as a farm truck.

Our group was fortunate to have 
several young members of wide and 
varied abilities, one of whom, James 
Hammond, a former captain on the 
University of Wisconsin football 
team, and another, Harvey Schmidt, 
were capable in all phases of prac- 
tical landscape work, and three oth- 
ers. Peter Ganshert, Richard Mel- 
and and Homer Fieldhouse, were 
practicing landscape architects, and 
all cooperated splendidly in smooth- 
ing out the rough spots in our pro- 
grams. 

Veterans in the landscape and 
nursery business with wide knowl- 
edge of local growing conditions and 
plants, such as Clifford Mathison, 
our president; Richard Schmidt, our 
vice-president, and Alton Wilke 
came in for their share of work as a 
supporting cast. 

We tried with fair success to 
have all our shows planned well in 
advance of the due date with suf- 
ficient material to more than fill the 
25 allotted minutes, but our plans 
often went awry, necessitating last- 
minute revisions, which lent an air 
of informality and sprightliness, and 
surprises, too, not found in the more 
ngidly conducted shows. Right 
here it might be well to state that 
30 minutes for a show can seem 
like from here to eternity even with a 
wealth of material. Our new show 
will be of 15 minutes’ duration, load- 
ed with basic information aimed to 
assist viewers in the intelligent selec- 
tion and use of landscape plants, and 
with some suggestions on building of 
garden features. 

For those groups which may find 
TV desirable but lack the funds to 
proceed, TV stations might be able 
to obtain a sponsor such as a seed 
and fertilizer company, a real-estate 
firm or a lumber yard. This will fur- 
nish an opportunity to polish up pro- 
gram know-how, as well as test the 
effectiveness of TV advertising with- 
out spending too much money, This 
was the method employed by our 
Madison group to prove in our own 
show for this year. If limited funds 
are available and a sponsor is found, 
spot time may be purchased imme- 
diately before or after the program 
so that more direct advertising effort 
may be attempted. 

If possible, definite understandings 
should be had with the TV station 
lor the publicizing of the show, not 
only with plugs on the station, but 
also listings in the newspapers and

other media that viewers use in their 
selection of programs. In addition, 
appropriate placards placed in our 
own and other business establish- 
ments will help to increase public 
interest in the show. 

It is difficult to state the definite 
results obtained, but the mere fact 
that we are again taking to the air 
this spring is sufficient proof that TV 
advertising has paid off at the cash 
register. 

“We saw you on TV,” was a com- 
mon statement by customers in his 
salesyard, says Richard Meland. 

Peter Ganshert states, “Our TV 
programs have made our small group 
well known in Madison and sur- 
rounding communities. It is easy to 
meet and talk with people once they 
have seen you on TV. It sort of 
breaks the ice.” 

“Yes, I think TV _ advertising 
pays,” comments Harvey Schmidt. 
“T remember one customer who made 
a 20-mile drive just to be sure of 
getting a modest planting of ever- 
greens that he had seen on the show 
less than an hour before.” 

A final observation, “Advertising 
on TV, like newspapers,” says Homer 
Fieldhouse, “should be objective and 
direct. I think we had a good pro- 
gram last year, but should have a 
better one this spring. It is hard work, 
but the results are worth it.” 

As indicated above, our show this 
year will be of 15 minutes’ duration 
in the late evening, immediately fol- 
lowing the 10 o’clock newscast. Our 
members feel that they will be able 
to produce a show of short duration 
with less effort, concentrate more on 
subject matter and yet give the view- 
ers as much benefit as received on 
the longer show of last year. 

As for show content or format, we 
found the viewing public receptive to 
everything we tried to do. As an 
example, our first show covered the 
general topic of home landscaping 
with emphasis on the front entrance. 
This was followed on later shows 
with discussions and demonstrations 
of evergreens and shrubs and how 
these were used in foundation and 
border plantings. 

Favorable response was received, 
especially in sales, from the show 
given on roses, indicating, we believe, 
that the nurseryman can more than 
hold his own on this highly competi- 
tive item if he sells quality merchan- 
dise, backed by promotional activi- 
ties along the line of consumer educa- 
tion. 

There are no hard and fast rules 
to follow in TV show production and 
advertising; so each group must work 
out its own ideas to fit the community

and polyethylene propagation, better

everything went off on schedule, and 

we believe we have given better serv- 

ice to our customers this season than 

we have for a number of years, due 

to ideal weather conditions for dig- 

ging during March and April.” 
Tree Shortage Felt 

A shortage of shade trees held 
sales down so that the season is des- 
cribed as only fairly good by Albert 
F. Meehan, president, Thomas B. 
Meehan Co., Inc., Dresher, Pa. Win- 
ter damage was high, it is indicated 
in his report, as follows: 

“We have had a fairly good sea- 
son. Practically all landscape sizes 
of evergreens are sold out, and shade 
trees are just out of the market. Had 
we possessed our usual supply of 
shade treees, it would have been a 
very good season, but everything in 
that line is down to 1% to 1%-inch 
caliper, too small for street planting. 

“There seems to be a fair quantity 
of stock coming on, but we doubt 
if we shall reach an oversupply of 
stock before fall, 1956. Prices should 
hold up until at least that time, and 
we should not care to predict any 
further in the future. 

“Weather conditions were bad 
during the entire 1954-1955 season. 
I do not believe we ever had so much 
winter damage in the nursery nor so

“Nurserymen are generally opti. 
mistic as to the future.” 


Connecticut Confidence 


The demand for stock is such as 
to warrent the company’s making 
increased plantings this spring, ae. 
cording to R. H. Gardner, president 
Gardner’s Nurseries, Inc., Rocky 
Hill, Conn., who says: “Our business 
has been excellent this spring. Ow 
big headache was that we could not 
meet the demand for taxus and hem. 
lock. Business to date has been just 
about on a par with last year’s. 

“We do not anticipate any drastic 
change in prices, but the business 
trend with us should be about on a 
par with last year’s, as we are going 
to have more hemlocks available this 
fall, with a possible increase in pric 

“Our supply of mixed evergreens 
is going to be satisfactory, with no 
visible change in prices. We antici- 
pate our normal stock for the fall 
and next spring’s digging. 

“Our plantings this spring have 
been increased substantially and are 
about compl ted. We still have con- 
fidence in business and sales. or we 
could not keep up these increased 
plantings.” 


Delaware Demand Satisfactory 


An excellent demand for fruit 
trees and small fruits was part of 
the satisfactory spring business with 
Buntings’ Nurseries, Inc., Selbyville. 
Del., reported by H. J. Timmons, as 
follows: 

“Generally speaking, the spring 
1955, shipping season has been 
satisfactory one. We are still busy 
with our shipping, although _ th 
peak was passed in April and busi- 
ness is on the decline toward the end 
of the season. We usually continue 
shipping until about June 15, if we 
have the stock in good condition and 
the weather is suitable for trans- 
planting. 

“Labor has not been too much of 
a problem this spring, although ther 
was a period during April when it 
was impossible for us to keep up with 
the orders for evergreens on which 
immediate delivery was requested 
This condition was partially allevi- 
ated through the use of mechanical 
balling machines. 

“We have experienced an excel- 
lent demand for almost all types ot 
fruit trees and small fruit plants 
The sale for rosebushes and hedge 
plants was a bit sluggish, but I be- 
lieve most growers have experi nced 
a fairly satisfactory clean-up. 
“Our spring plantings have been 
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completed on sc hedule. Weather 
conditions have been favorable for 
planting. It is dry now, however, and 
results will be governed by moisture 
conditions during the next month. 

“It is believed that present price 
schedules will be closely followed for 
next season’s deliveries. We do not 
see the necessity for any material 
changes at the present time.” 

Demand from Garden Centers 

A heavy increase in the demands 
from garden centers was noted in the 
spring business this year, wrote E. 
D. Robinson, of the E. D. Robinson 
Sales Agency, Wallingford, Conn., 
early in May. Special phases of the 
season’s activities were reported as 
follows: 

“We are just about through ship- 
ping now. It has been a very busy 
season. The weather all through 
March and April made it a difficult 
spring for all shippers of balled and 
burlaped 
stock was shipped out of the different 
cellars as usual, but anything that 
had to be dug and shipped was de- 
layed by the great number of rainy 
days. 

“Business has been very good, we 
think. There has been a heavy in- 
crease in the demands from garden 
centers this year. Many small busi- 
nesses in this line are starting up, as 
well as some larger ones. This re- 
flects a demand brought about by 
the building of so many new homes. 

“Obtaining experienced labor is 
always a problem in the nursery in- 
dustry. Puerto Rican labor has been 
helpful to the larger nurseries, but, 
altogether, good labor is scarce. 

“It is too early to estimate accur- 
ately the supply of material available 
for fall, 1955, and spring, 1956. We 
know that all B&B evergreens will 
be in short supply, also that our 
bookings for next season’s shipments 


evergreens. ‘The storage 


have been unusually heavy. We do 
not know what next season’s price 
outlook will be. Supply and demand 
have always influenced prices in our 
industry and probably will always 
continue to do so.” 
Brisk Northeastern Trade 

A brisk movement of stock of all 
kinds has been reported to Vander- 
brook Nurseries, Manchester, Conn., 
by the retail nurserymen whom the 
firm supplies, states Louis Vander- 
brook, president. He comments: 
“Demands for all lines of nursery 
stock have been extremely heavy and 
have practically cleaned out all our 
offerings this spring. There has been 
an exceptionally strong demand for 
taxus. 

“We have had an adequate labor 
supply, which, while not of the cali-

to make all shipments and deliveries 
on time. In shipping, the major part 
of our merchandise moved via motor 
transportation. About 30 per cent 
went by railway express. 

“The weather this spring was ex- 
ceptionally good for digging and 
planting, with adequate rainfall at 
the proper time. The taxus supply 
remains tight. 

“We believe that the supply of 
stock in all lines will be somewhat 
on the short side, yet we do not an- 
ticipate any great increase in prices; 
neither do we forsee any reductions. 
Almost all of the customers whom we 
supply have reported a brisk move- 
ment of stock of all kinds.” 

General Demand Strong 

All lines cleared well with the 
firm, states Charles H. Perkins, of 
the Jackson & Perkins Co., Newark, 
N. Y., whose report, which follows, 
anticipates little change in prices: 

“We are pleased to report that 
business has been very good with 
us this season. The demand has been 
general, and most lines will have 
sold out well. This includes roses, 
perennials, evergreens, shrubs and 
fruit trees. The season in this locali- 
ty was a little late, because of cold 
weather and considerable rain. 

“Regarding the supply of stock 
for next year, I doubt if there will 
be much change for another season, 
except in roses. If the freeze in 
Texas during March damaged a part 
of the crop, that might have its in- 
fluence on the supply, demand and 
prices in roses. Otherwise, I think 
prices, generally, should remain 
about the same as last year’s” 
Insatiable Appetite in Connecticut 

Sales volume this season was well 
ahead of last year’s, and a continu- 
ation of the strong demand, with a 
firming of prices, is seen by Charles 
S. Burr, president of C. R. Burr & 
Co., Manchester, Conn. He com- 
ments: 

“If one thing impressed us during 
the season just finished, it was the 
continued high acceptance for nurs- 
ery products in all areas of the mar- 
ket we serve There is a strong de- 
mand for nursery-grown materials 
which shows no signs of abatement. 
Despite peculiarities in the eastern 
weather pattern — and these peculi- 
arities are becoming almost standard 
— volume has run well ahead of the 
previous year’s. 

“There seems to be a continued 
shortage of shade trees and taxus, 
for which the market has an almost 
insatiable appetite.

Supplementing reports on spring 
business from mail-order nursery 
firms published in the preceding is- 
sue, later advices record the effects 
of a season full of vagaries because 
of the weather. Elden H. Burgess, 
president, Burgess Seed & Plant Co.. 
Galesburg, Mich., writes: 

“Our January of this year was 
considerably ahead of last year’s; 
February was a poor month, and we 
lost practically all of our January 
gain. March was approximately the 
same as a year ago, but we suffered 
another setback during the first half 
of April. The last half of April was 
about normal, and until we were well 
into the month we held hopes that 
a good May could offset the 20 pet 
cent decrease we had in early April. 
Our season is about two weeks early 
this year, and with unseasonably hot 
weather and lack of rain, the orders 
are tapering off fast. It looks now 
as though we shall end up about 8 
per cent behind last year.”

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Talks on Culture 

Conclude Meeting 
Of Holly Society 

In Maryland 


Instructive talks on phases of holly 
culture concluded the 2-day spring 
meeting of the Holly Society of 
America, held on Maryland’s famous 
Eastern Shore, April 14 and 15. 
Highlights of the opening day activi- 
ties included a tour of holly plant- 
ings and a most informative panel 
discussion, as reported in the May 15 
issue of the American Nurseryman. 


Soils for American Holly 


Prof. Wallace A. Mitcheltree, ex- 
tension soil specialist, Rutgers Uni- 
versity, described the work of his 
soils committee for the year. Marco 
L. Markley, soils surveyor of the 
soil conservation service, Hadden- 
field, N. J., read the committee’s 
report, 

Climate, stated the report, is gen- 
erally the dominant factor that con- 
trols the range of a plant. Within 
that range, however, the soil may 
be the limiting factor. Since there 
exist conflicting ideas concerning the 
soils on which American holly is 
natively found, or on which it might 
be expected to grow successfully, 
an intensive survey was carried out 
to collect information about soils on 
which holly is most abundant in each 
county in the 22 where it 
grows naturally. 


States 


A vast amount of data was re- 
ceived, charted and analyzed, with 
the aid of charts, maps and over- 
lays. From the results of the ques- 
tionnaires, the soil demands of Amer- 
ican holly are apparently not too 
exacting. Most hollies are found on 
deep soils, some on shallow, and a 
few on quite shallow soils. American 
holly seems to prefer the medium or 
sandy surface soils, sometimes grows 
in clay and sometimes in sand. It 


prefers subsoils that are not too 
heavy, with not too much clay, 
In the northeast it prefers sites 


but in the mountains 
and in the south it prefers well- 
drained sites. It does not need a 
highly fertile soil, although it shows 
a preference for soils high in organic 
matter. Most holly is found on acid 
soils, but since it occurs on the neu- 
tral and slightly alkaline river bot- 
toms of Louisiana, it apparently is 
tolerant of a neutral soil. This im-

It is probably time now, in holly 
society matters and in the nursery 
trade, to begin to curtail calling 
hollies by their nicknames and to 
start using their scientific names in 
order that no confusion exist as to 
the exact identities of the hollies 
involved. One reason for this lack 
of using scientific names is because 
they are undoubtedly not under- 
stood or appear hopelessly compli- 
cated. This need not be the case. 

Hollies belong to the aquifoliaceac 
family, a Latin term meaning plants 


with needle-pointed leaves. This 
family is further broken down into 
three sections, each known as a 
genus. The genus ilex is the only 


one of the three that holly 
are concerned about.

Each species of the genus ilesx 
a specific name to distin 
ilex. 

The species name usually is de 
S¢ riptive of some aspect of the holly 
that sets it apart from others. Usu 
ally, these names are in Latin o1 
Greek so that they are understand- 
able to botanists throughout the 
world. The species name might refer 
to a particular medicinal use of the 
plant, its habitat, its place of origin 
or discovery, its use, its likeness to 
other plants or to animals. Or, the 
name might be commemorative, hon- 
oring its discoverer or someone the 
discoverer may wish to pay homage 
to; it might be fanciful or refer to 
either classical or mythological lore. 

Thus, Ilex vomitoria refers to the 
emetic qualities of the yaupon holly; 
Ilex opaca refers to the shady habitat 
of the American holly in its native 
state; Ilex pernyi was named after 
its discoverer, Abbe Paul Perny, and 
Ilex myrtifolia refers to the plant’s 
myrtle-like leaves. 

It is not difficult either to know 
or to use properly these scientific 
names, once the underlying princi-

1954. ‘This date was chosen arbi- 
trarily, being the best guess we could 
make from information available. I 
believe now that we could have com- 
menced taking cuttings perhaps two 
weeks earlier, and this would certain- 
iv have been an advantage. The 
choice of this date was determined 
mainly by the condition of the wood 
on our stock plants. New growth 
had been active for some time, and 
the base of the stem on this new 
growth was hardening up. The 
terminal shoot was soft and in full 
growth. To enable such soft growth 
to be successfuly handled, some form 
of misting seemed essential, and we 
therefore planned to try a batch of 
cuttings in a greenhouse, using an 
intermittent fog line, and three 
variations of the constant mist 
method in the open. These last were 
the orthodox open-air constant mist 
method; the Handcock method, 
which inserts the cuttings in beds in 
the open, covering them with a 
frame and burlap which is kept con- 
stantly moist, and finally the ‘Vem- 
pleton method, which also inserts 
the cuttings in the open bed, but then 
covers the bed with a_plastic-cov- 
ered frame with water applied be- 
neath from fog jets. In addition to 
these four methods, a comprehensive 
list of hormones was also to be 
tested under each method, the two 
combining to make a somewhat com- 
plex plan. Because it was impossible 
for us to deal with more variables 
than those enumerated here, only 
one medium was used, coarse sharp 
sand, and only one batch of cuttings 
was taken, commencing June 23. For 
the same reason, only 10 cuttings 
per test could be made, yet this 
amounted to a total of 1,110 cut- 
tings spread over the 12 varieties we 
were testing. Before we begin to 
consider the results, it is only fair to 
add that our adaptation of both the 
Handcock and Templeton methods 
was not accurate and therefore is 
not a fair test of the original methods

You will that in this tabk 
there is a complete absence of the 
tests made in the greenhouse, and 
that is because the whole group was 
a complete failure. Although ap- 
parently identical cuttings were tak- 
en at the same time, treated with the 
same hormone powders and main- 
tained under intermittent misting, 
they rapidly defoliated, and within 
a few weeks all were dead, Out ol 
the whole only 
managed to root about six cuttings. 
and I therefore considered it a com- 
plete failure. I believe that this can 
largely be attributed to the exces- 
sively high temperatures which were 
built up in the house, despite the 
fogging, by midsummer weather. 
This would seem to indicate that our 
method of applying mist was inade- 
quate, which I believe to be so, and 
therefore the method 
should not be abandoned bec ause ol 
this one failure. 

Now, let us examine the table of 
results given here. In it you will 
see that cuttings which received no 
hormone treatment did not root at 
all, and this effect was particularly 
significant throughout the whole se- 
ries of tests. Where cuttings received

will show that the so-called large 
cuttings were from 8 to 10 inches 
long, while small cuttings were from 
four to six inches long, the caliper 
of the stem being in proportion. Time 
and time again as I lifted these tests, 

recorded the fact that “large cut- 
tings had rooted best,” and this held 
true for all varieties, although the 
relative size of the cuttings varied 
according to the type of plant. On 
the vigorous upright-growing varie- 
ties, cuttings up to 10 inches in length 
were excellent, while on the dwarf 
spreading types, cuttings six to eight 
inches long gave equally good results. 


Hormone Treatments 

Results of these tests were equally 
clear-cut. On most varieties tested. 
Hormodin 2 or 3 were good, but the 
really outstanding treatment 
throughout was the | per cent potas- 
sium (K) salt of indolebutyric acid. 
Of the 12 varieties under test, eight 
showed clearly that this treatment 
was best: two showed that the treat- 
ment was too strong, and on the re- 
maining two the treatment was not 
tested. My notes recorded with 
chaenomeles No. 18 are typical: 
per cent K salt IBA by far the best. 
Good heavy rooting. Excellent foli- 
age condition.” The superiority of 
this treatment was so regular as to 
be rather surprising, and I cannot 
account for the better results unless

I mentioned before that two varie- 
ties did not respond to the K salt, 
but required a treatment of 
potency, bringing up the point that 
each variety is obviously individual 
in its reaction to these propagation 
methods. For instance, chaenomeles 
No. 2, which is a strong 
grower, with large flowers of a light 
orange red, listed in the color chart 
as begonia, rooted only 50 per cent 
with the K salt treatment, but 100 
per cent with Hormodin 2 and 90 per 
cent with Hormodin 3. At the other 
end of the scale, chaenomeles No. 13 
did not respond quickly to any treat- 
ment, and the over-all percentage of 
rooted cuttings was lower than on 
most. This particular variety also 
illustrated another aspect which 
seemed clear from the trials, and that 
was the apparently increased poten- 
cy of any treatment on the cuttings 
which were inserted under the burlap 
covering. This increased effect was 
noticed on many varieties and can- 
not be properly accounted for. For

Aftertreatment 


One of the difficulties which has 
cropped up regularly with growers 
who propagate under mist is how to 
treat the cuttings after they are root- 
ed. Many fine batches of cuttings 
have been struck, only to wither and 
die as soon as they are removed from 
the closely controlled environment of 
the mist propagating bed. While 
these tests were conducted under a

harden off the cuttings after they are 
rooted, and it is this system that I 
propose to use this year in much 
larger production which is now 
planned. However, last year the cut- 
tings were lifted, immediately potted 
into 24-inch rose pots and placed 
on the bench in the greenhouse fitted 
with the fog lines. While it will be 
remembered that this house was 
quite unable to root the test batch 
of cuttings inserted earlier, the con- 
ditions were apparently sufficiently 
moist to allow the rooted cuttings to 
take hold without difficulty, and they 
commenced to root immbdiately af- 
ter being potted. 

Despite this root action, the gen- 
eral appearance of the cuttings a 
week or two after potting was not 
good. Many of the leaves had fallen, 
and I thought that heavy 
would show up. But this was not so, 
and many cuttings which had ap- 
peare d hope less two weeks after pot- 
ting commenced to put out new 
growth and one month after potting 
were obviously in excellent condi- 
tion. The shock of removing the 
cuttings from the mist bed to the

Overwintering 


As so many growers know who 
have tried to root Cornus florida 
rubra or Viburnum carlesi, it is not 
always sufficient to root the cuttings: 
they have to be brought through the 
first critical winter before

considered reasonably cer- 
tain. It was for this reason that I 
have delayed writing of these tests 
until now, because I felt it necessary 
to see just how many of the cuttings 
ve had rooted survived the winter. 

The plants, now well established in 
the rose pots, were plunged in sand 
in a deep frame—about three feet 
below the surface—and as soon as 
they were completely dormant the 
frames were covered with sash and 

lath shade. There they remained 
until April 21, when the plants were 
examined and the number which 
had survived was recorded. The per- 
centage survival was remarkably 
constant, ranging from 70 to 80 per 
cent. The highest percentage was 
92.7 per cent, while the lowest was 
33.3 per cent, and these extremes
